REMARKS 



Claim 42 has been amended to clarify that it is only essential for the C of the CpG 
dinucleotide to be unmethylated. The G may be unmethylated or methylated, without any effect on 
the activity of the nucleic acid. Support for this amendment is found throughout the specification, 
where the importance of the methylation status of the C is demonstrated. For example, on page 2 1 , 
lines 1 1-17, it is taught that mitogenic oligonucleotides sequences become non-stimulatory if the 
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
